scheme and with (he plan of insuring the lives of the men who 
go to the front there is more or less shirring of the pension 
system,'which is represented as making the recipients of pen- 
sions little better than paupers. But the fact is that it does 
nothing of the sort. It is altogether honorable for the govern- 
ment to pay pensions to (lie men who have suffered disability 
in its service, and it is just as honorable to receive these pen- 


- sions. There should be no further insinuation that there is 


anything undignified in the pension system. 
H has served the 


country-well ,from'lhe beginning and it is by no means certain 
(hat it has outlived its usefulness. 


It might/possibly be well to establish homes and schools for 


'the training of crippled soldiers and sailors, as suggested. Tlie 


. .danger is (bat the scheme would require so much machinery, 


so many commissions and such large staffs of inslructors-and 


:. "experts" of^various brands''.that the cost would be greater 


tlian the value of (he, product. 


'In most cases men disabled in military service will be dis- 


posed to make the most of such facilities as they still retain c,Uci,nlnc,.s. Thor€ wcro-lwenly.flve 
.when they find themselves again under conditions of peace, J members present, 
and will be able; with such pensions .as they deserve to make 
their,way in the world. ..The thought that there is any element 
of charity in a soldier's pension should not be entertained for 
a moment.' Tlie most liberal .pension is only partial payment 
of jV debt which'can never be fully paid, and is nothing for the 
government or the recipient to be ashamed of. . .
